3. Turn the cuff inside the first 
glove, and glue the two sides 
together to close the glove. 

4. Tuck the cuff end of the tail 
into the glued cuff at the end 
opposite the thumb. 

5. Secure the glued cuff with 
the clamp clothespins until the 
glue has dried. 

6. Glue a wiggle eye on each 
side of the thumb. 

7 . Cut a 1-inch (2.5-cm) piece 
of the white rickrack. 

8. Glue the rickrack to the thumb 
below the eyes for teeth. 

By using a child-size stretchy 
glove, you can make a dinosaur 
baby for your new pet.

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Z. Make a second cut about 1 inch 
(2.5 cm) from the first cut. 

3. Fold the tab out from the cup. 
Round off the end by cutting it with the 
scissors. This is the head. 


T. Make an identical tab on 
the opposite side of the cup. 

5® Fold the tab out, and cut the 
end into a point for the tail. 

6. Cut out an arched section on each 
side of the cup to make legs.
